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“SCHOOL REPORT. 


Feviow Crrizens :—Agreeably to the requirements of the 
law, your Committee would present a report of the schools 
of the town for the year ending March Ist, 1876. 

The present year is the centennial of our country’s inde- 
pendence, and it is a pleasing fact that it has opened with 
a new and unprecedented interest in the cause of education | 
throughout our nation, and in no other branch more than 
that of common schools. 

Our President, realizing its importance in giving stability 
to our government, has introduced it into his last annual 
message, and suggests the importance of increased legisla- 
tion upon the subject. 

The legislation also in this State, touching common 
schools, shows a growing interest upon that subject in our 
legislature. 

And then, as we come to our own town, although there 
is not all that interest that should be felt, yet the cause of 
education is taking a deeper hold on the community. This 
is seen, among other things, in the increasing interest which 
is manifest in maintaining two terms of high school in addi- 
tion to the common school. 

While the above is true, yet our schools cannot attain 
that hig! excellence which is desirable unless we attend to 
and guard more carefully the morals of our children, for 
other things being equal, there will be the most rapid pro- 
gress where there is the highest degree of morality ; and the 
schools should be such that every parent may feel safe in 
sending his children to them. They have a right to demand 
such a state of things, especially as education now has be-' 
come compulsory in this State. 
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But'to bring about such a condition of things in our 
schools there must be a hearty co-operation of parents, 
teachers and committee, for our schools are just what we 
make them. 

Let any careful observer walk our streets and enter our 
school-rooms, and he will see that there is much work of 
this kind to be done ere they attain that high standard which 
all should desire. | : 

The children in our sehools will be educated in morals 
whether we desire it or not, and the question is with us how 
shall they be educated, in guvod or bad morals, and to 
this subject we would call the attention of teachers. While 
they are forbidden by law to teach anything which is sec- 
tarian, yet they are required to guard well the morals of 
those under their care. 


SELECTION OF TEACHERS, 


There should be more eare exercised by the prudential 
committee in the selection of teachers. No incompetent 
teacher should be engaged for our schools, all will admit ; 
and the superintending school committee is obliged by law 
to reject such; therefore, some who have applied have 
been rejected, whichis unpleasant, both to the committee. 
and the teachers. 


REPORT OF EACH SCHOOL. 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 
A. M. ForristaLL, Prudential Committee. 


This school in the Summer term of ten weeks, and in 
the Winter of eleven weeks, was under the tuition of Mrs. 
L. B. Wright, whose qualifications and experience as a 
teacher are too well known to need only a passing remark. 
She is thorough in her instructions, mild yet firm in discie 
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pline,and under her teaching the school has made good 
aud sure progress. The district has been exceedingly 
fortunate in having received her services for ten terms, and 
it is to be hoped that they will still enjoy them. 

The Fallterm of ten weeks was taught by Miss Jenny 
Newton, who, although young, yet isa critical and faith- 
ful teacher, and only needs a little more firmness in discie 
pline to become one of our most successful teachers. The 
children under her care were all under ten, and through 
her assiduous efforts made good improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Asa C. Dorr, Prudential Committee. 


The Summer term of nine weeks was taught by Miss 
Betsey R.Stanicy, a well qualified and experienced teacher, 
who succeeded in keeping good’ order. The school under 
her thorough drill made govud improvement, especially 
some of her classes in Arithmetic. 

The Winter term of ten weeks was under the care of 
Miss Jenny Newton, who had taught in three other districts 
in this town with varied success. She manifested the same 
assiduity and thoroughness in her instructions in this, as in 
ker other schools, and had her efforts been seconded by all 
her scholars and the parents, your committee can not see 
why it would not have been a perfect success ; but as it was 
many of the scholars, it was apparent at the Cee exam- 
ination, had made commendable progress. 


* DISTRICT NO, 3. 
OLIVER P. Wuitcoms, Prudential Committee. 


This school had two terms, a Summer term of six weeks 
and a Winter term of nine. The school in the Summer 
was under the tuition of Miss Jenny Newton, who was 
known to the committee as a good scholar and faithful 


~ 
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teacher ; and it was hoped that under her management: it 
would be reduced to good order, and a new enthusiasm ins 
fused into the scholars for their studies, and although all 
that which was hoped for was not accomplished, yet the 
examination showed “that, sofar as the studies were con- 
cerned, a good,beginning had been made, and if the term 
could have been longer much more would have been ac- 
complished. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ella M. Watson, 
who had but little experience in teaching, but was qualified 
in the branches taught. Atthe opening of the term every- 
thing appeared hopeful, but in a short time it was evident 
that Miss. Watson was, not succeeding in keeping that per- 
fect order which should characterize every school; yet she 
did further her pupils in ‘their studies, so that» at the close 
they passed a fair examination. But if she could have re. 
ceived the aid of all the parents in requiring their children 
to study their lessons evenings, and the cheerful co-opera- 
tion of her pupils in the school-room, the improvement 
would have been greater. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 
S A. BAKER, Prudential Committee. 


~ This school embraced two terms, Summer and Winter, of 
eight weeks each, taught by Miss Ella M. Watson. This 
was her first effort at teaching, but she applied herself with 
enthusiasm to her work, and, receiving the co-operation ‘of. 
her pupils and the sympathy of the parents, was enabled to 
make both terms a success. 


DISTRICT NO. 6, 
FRANKLIN WoopWARD AND DANIEL FIFE, Prudential Committee, 


In this school there were two terms ; one in the Summer 
of eight weeks, the other in the Fall of ten weeks, under 
the care of Miss Belle M. Watson. This was her first 
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term of teaching, and during one period of it there was a 
slight insubordination, which, however, soon passed away, 
and during the remainder of it, and the succeeding term, 
there was a good degree of harmony, order, and fair pro- 
gress made by her pupils in their studies. Pa 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
Francais L. CLarKk, Prudential Committee. 


In this district there was only one term of school of four- 
teen weeks, in the Fall, taught by Miss Jennie M. Hills of 
Richmond, who had never taught before. 

This school, although it receives the least money and has 
the least schooling, yet is one of our best schools, and it lost 
none of its prestige during this term, for, at its close, it was 
evident that good progress had been made by all the scholars. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


There have been two terms of ten weeks each, taught by 
Mrs. L. B. Wright, who has had it under her tuition for a 
number of years, always giving very general satisfaction. 
The year has been one of success, the school fully maintain- 
ing its former standard of progress. In the Spring term there 
were 08 different scholars, with an average attendance of 
50 plus, and the Fall term numbered 51, with an average at- 
tendance of 41 plus. The whole amount of tuition for the 
year was $395.50. The teacher’s wages were $300.00, and 
other expenses about $100.90, all of which have been met.
